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ALLEGED HOSE THEFT 
CONSPIRACY.

CASE OF COMPANY MANAGER. 


Thomas Casbell, senior, manager of the 
Balbriggan osiery Company; Thomas 
Cashell, junior; Henry  Cashell, Robert 
Tyndall, Fanny Evans and Minne Evans came 
up on rémand at the Kilmainham District 
Court yesterday, charged with having con- 
spired on the 26th August last to steal 278 
pairs of hose, valued at £60 7s., the property 
of the Balbriggan Hosiery Company. hey 
were also charged with having conspired, 
between January 23rd, 1923, and August 26th, 
1926, to steal 2,500 pairs of hose, the property 
of the company. 

Sergeant Walker, Balbriggan, gave evidence 
that, armed with search warrants, he visited 
the houses of the accused on the 18th August 
last, and in the house occupied by Henry 
Cashell at Skerries found 42 pairs of hose, 
which Henry Cashell said that he got from 
his father. In a portmanteau in the house 
in which Minnie Evans lives he found 31 pairs 
of hose, and the defendant, when questioned. 
said that she got some of them from her dead 
sister. In another portmanteau which 
belonged to Fanny Evans there were found 
35 pairs of stockings, which she said she got 
as a present from Mr. Cashell. 

Later that night the witness went, with 
Superintendent O'Halloran. to the house of 
Thomas. Cashell, senior, Balbriggan, where 
Thomas Cashell, junior, also lives, and there 
they found 50 pairs of men’s socks and 50 
pairs of women’s stockings. Mr. Cashell said 
that he got some of them from Mr. Entwistle, 
cashier to the hosiery company. 

The further hearing of the case was ad- 
journed, the defendants being allowed out on 
continuing bail. 
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£9,000 WANTED FOR WATER 


AND SEWERAGE SCHEMES. 

__ The application of the Balrothery District 
Council for sanction to a loan of £9,000 for 
the purpose of carrying out a water and 
sewerage scheme for the village of Swords 
was the subject of an inquiry conducted in 
the boardroom of the Balrothery Union by 
Mr. J. A. Ryan, Local Government Inspector, 
yesterday. 

Mr. T. J. Early, solicitor for the Council, 
said that the loan was required to enable the 
Council to carry out two schemes which were 
badly needed. The estimated cost of the 
water scheme was £2.400 and that of the 
sewerage scheme £6,500. It was proposed to 
take the water supply from the pipe line 
through Swords from the service reservoir at 
Bleek, which was the existing water supply 
from Malahide. The Swords area would con- 
tribute for the water taken on a fair and 
equitable basis. 

For some years past, owing to exceptional 
distress in the district, it, was necessary to 
expend yearly large sums of money for relief. 
These sums were put up by the ratepayers, 
and the Council, as their representatives, felt 
that they should use the money in providing 
public works which would employ those men 
who would rather work than take relief. 

Mr. James Stack, Clerk of the Council, said 
that if the loan were based on a twenty-year 
period, with interest at bi per cent., the first 
payment made by way of refund would be 
£961, which would be reduced annually by 
£25 17s. 6d. The loan would mean a rate of 
ls. Oid, on the Swords dispensary district. 
Che outstanding liabilities of the Swords dis- 
pensary district amounted to £18.603. From 
the water scheme they expected a yearly 
income of £300. They had borrowing margin 
of about £30,000. 

Dr. May, medical officer of the Swords 
district for the past ten years, said that there 
was really no sewerage system in Swords. 
What they had consistéd of water drains 
along the street and open gulleys. Any refuse 
that collected in these drains remained there, 
and the gases came into the street. The 
odour from the drains was very bad, especially 
in summer time, in the business part of the 
town, and was liable’ to contaminate meat, 
butter and othér foodstuffs sepeked Sor sale. 
The water scheme wat very unsatisfactory 
and primitive, and the two water pumps were 
reported to be a source of danger. Providence. 
he added, had been very good to Swords and 
kept away epidemics. 

Mr. F. Russell, engineer to the Balrothery 
District Council, gave detailed evidence of 
the scheme. Mr, P. J. McCarthy, M.I.C.E.., 
who had charge of the water scheme, and 
Hutchinson were also examined, 
and es evidence that the scheme was 
absolutely necessary.

DUBLIN POPPY STORES CLOSED. 
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AND LIVE STOCK. 


. AVERAGE: 
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SUGAR BEET MAKING 
GOOD GROWTH. 
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Dealing with the condition of crops and live 
stock in the Irish Free State on November 
ist, the Free State Department of Land aud 
Agriculture reports that grazing fields con- 
tinne to carry a i covering of herbage, 
aud, as a rule, aitergrass was plentiful on 
meadows. The severe weather during the last 
iwo weeks of the month had a noticeable 
effect in reducing the amount of keep on 
pastures, and in laeeting the feeding value 
of the grass. Stock, however, kept in 4 
thriving condition throughout, and, except 
for occasional cases of hoose in calves, re 
mained healthy and free from disease. 

HAY PLENTIFUL AND GHEAP. 

Supplies of hay are plentiful, and only very 
small quantities were on offer at markets. In 
view of the large supplies available, demand 
iuled poor, and any sales effected were at iow 
prices, The top quotation for first crop hay 
did not exceed £5 to £3 10s. per ton, and 
for old meadow hay from £2 5s. to £2 10s. 
per ton. In some counties the price of first 
crop hay was as low as £2 10s. to £2 15s. 
per ton, and for old meadow from £1 10s. to 
2 per ton. 

WHEAT YIELD IMPROVED. 

The yield of wheat turned out to be better 
than that of last year, and the returns are 
variously estimated as ranging from 10 to 
14 barrels per statute acre. Most of the crop 
was sold at prices ranging from 25s. to Sls. 
per barrel (20 stones). In a few counties as 
much as 32s. to 33s. per barrel was obtained, 
and in North Tipperary £2 per barrel was 
paid for choice samples intended for seed 


pace. 
e yield of oats was well up to averagé, 
especially from such varieties as “ Victory.” 
“ Record " and “ Abundanes.” The qutalit 
of the grain varied from fair to good, chong 
samples from fields when lodging took place 
contained a large proportion of Tight grains. 
In some counties, however, the sample of 
grain is described as good, plump and well- 
coloured. Prices in the Midland area varied 
from 11s. to 12s. Yd. per barrel (14 stones) 
for white vats, and from 9s, to 10s. per barrel 
for black oats 
BARLEY UNDER AVERAGE. 

Yields of barley were generally considered 
below average, and sales for malting grain 
were slow to ofiect owing to the extreme 
weakness of demand. rices in County 
Kildare ranged from 12s. to 14s, per barrel 
(16 stones}, and in Co. Kilkenny from 1és. 
to 15s. per barrel: In County Carlow prices 
for best samples opened at Ch per barrel, 
but later dropped to 15s. 6d. and 14s. per 
barrel, In King’s County 75 p.c. of the crop 
was sold at 15s. to 15s. 6d barrel, and 
the balance was taken for shipping at from 
12s. ‘to 13s. per barrel. In County Cork 
prices for matting barley fell from 17s. per 
barrel at the opening of the season down to 
14s. per barrel, and in the same county the 
price for feeding barley was from 11s. to 14s, 
per barrel. In County Waterford maltin 
zarley sold at from 15s. to 16s. per barrel, 
and feeding barley at as low as Ys. to lis. 
per barrel. 

POTATOES SATISFACTORY. 

The bulk of the potate crop was raised 
during the early part of the month, and 
either pitted or stored. Yields, though not 
so heavy as last year, turned out satisfactory. 
‘he quality of the tubers is excellent, and 
the crop generally sound. The varieties, 
‘* Arran ictory,” ‘‘Kerr’s Pink” and 
‘‘ Leinster Wonder,” returned exceptionally 
good yields in a number of counties. Current 
market prices range from ós. 6d. to 4s. 6d., 
and. occasionally up to 6s. 8d. per. ewt., 
according to variety. In County Wexford 
some quantity was bought for shipping at 
the rate of 84 er ton. 

TURNIPS, MANGELS AND BEET. 

Turnips, as a. rule, are an over-avérage 
yield, and part of the crop has already been 
pulled for feeding to stock. In some counties 
yields have been reduced owing to the attack 
of such fungoid diseases as mildew, as well 
as crown and heart. rot. Most of the 
mangel crop was lifted. during the month. 
elds roved satisfactory, much in ad- 
vance of last year. In some counties lifting 
was delayed owing to the frosts which 
occurred at the middle of the month. ae 
beet continued to make good growth, 
and the roots appear well-shaped, with a 
good bulk of foliage. Preparations for lift- 
ing the crop are in hand, and this work will 
be sea Bs Be during the opening weeks «af 
November. 

FLAX. 

In County Cavan little scutching of this 
season’s crop has yet been done, Any few 
its that have been cleaned yielded well, and 
the quality of the fibre is described as very 
good; prices opened at from 8s. 6d. to. 9s. 
per stone. In County Monaghan yields are 
stated to be variable, and the oy of the 
fibre poor. In Donegal only a few lots have 
Leen scutched. The fibre is described as 
being of good quality, but the market de- 
mand poor; opening prices in that county 
were from 66s. to 70s. per cwt,, or from 
83. lid. to 8s. 9d. per stone. 


CATTLE TRADE DULL. 

Trade for nearly all classes of cattle ruled 
dull during the month, and became more de- 
pressed towards the close. Fairs, however, 
were large, but buying lacked any trace of 
briskness. Best demand was for well-con- 
ditioned stores, especially heifers suitable 
for breeding, and these invariably sold better 
{han bullocks. Weaaling calves and you 
cattle mot vith readv sale at prices whic 
were accounted dearer than those poe for 
any other classes of stock. The followin 
prices represent the average of those curren 
tor the different classes of stock sold :—Best 
beef cattle, to 42s. per cwt.; young 
stores, £10 to £14 each; strong stores, £1 
10s. to £19 10s. each; springing cows.

“TRADING STOCK IN HAND.” 


CORK FIRM’S APPEAL 
DISMISSED. 


Judgment was given in favour of the 
defendants in the case of J. W. Greene anil 
Co. v. the Revenue Commissioners, dismssi 
with costs the appeal brought by the laintiffs 
from a judgment of the Divisional Court 
(Mr. Justice Sullivan and Mr. Justice 
O'Byrne), of the 18th May last, affirming on 
a case stated by the defendants, thé Revenue 
Commissioners.. ‘Their decision was that 
goods comprised in certain contracts of the 

laintiff company were not trading stock-in- 
bead on August 31, 1921, within the meaning 
of Rule 1 of Part 11 of the second schedule 
of the Finance Act, 1921, and must, there- 
fore, be excluded from the appellants’ claim 
for allowance under that part of the second 
schedule. 

The appajlents are Cork grain merchants, 
who purchase grain to meet the requirements 
of millers in Cork and district, the grain 
being bought from large operators Madáin 
stocks abroad, through their London an 
Liverpool agents. , 

Phe neimh of the appeal were :-—(1) That 
the s had, pursuant to the contracts, 
legally become the property of the appellants 
prior to August 31, 1921; (2) that ip accord- 
ence with the usages and customs of the 
corn trade the goods had become the property 
of the appellants prior to the date mentioned, 
so that such portions of the s as had 
not been disposed of until after August 51, 
1921, were trading stock-in-hand within the 
meaning of the rule specified. _ 

During food control period, it appeared, 
up to March, :1921, cargoes of grain were 
distributed by the heat Commission 
bétween the appellants and Méssrs. R. and 
H. Hall, Ltd., and Messrs. E. McDonnell and 
Co., and by agreement between the three 
firms the same method of distribution of 
cargoes and part cargoes of grain had been 
continued after the removal of control. 

The goods referred to in this case were not 
in the actual possession of the appellants or 
of Messrs. R. and H. Hall, Lid., being abroad 
or at sea; no bills of lading, invoices, insur- 
ance policies or certificatés in relation to the 
goods ‘had been tendered to appellants or 
Messrs. Hall, Ltd. The appellants’ usual 
practice was to include only stock actually 
paid for, but for the purpose of their claim 
under the schedule to the Finance Act, 1921, 
they included the portions unsold on álst 
August, 1921, of all stock of which contracts 
had been signed on or before that date. 

The question was whether the s could 
‘be correctly described as trading stock in the 
hands of the appellants under the circum. 
stances. The High Court (Divisional Court) 
had held that trading stock in hand meant 
stock which had been. actually delivered 
physically to the appellants. In support of 
the appeal it was submitted that tradin 
stock in hand on any date was the subject o 
the trading which was on that particular 
date available for re-sale, and which formed 
an ordinary part of the business in respect of 
which excess profit duty was paid. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon now delivered the 
considered and unanimous judgment of the 
Court, dismissing the al, with costs, their 
lordships holding with the Court below that 
the ae comprised in the contracts men- 
tioned did not constitute any part of the 
appenente trading stock in hand on the 51st 
of August, 1921, as they were not in the 
actual sion or under the control of the 
— at that date.

INSURANCE COMPANY'S 


CLAIM, 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The case of the Hibernian Fire and General 
Insurance Co., Ltd., Dublin, against Patrick 
Lavin, of Cloonfad, Roscommon, merchant, 
was heard. 

The plaintifis claimed £250 which they 
alleged the defendant was liable to pay them 
on an indemnity against any loss on the part 
of William Fleming to the Roscommon 
County Council, by whom Fleming had_ been 
employed as a rate collector. The plaintiffs 
atated that they had paid £1,168 Qs. 2d. to 
the Roscommon County Council under their 
indemnity to the Council. 

The defendant denied liability, and pleaded 
that his liability, if any, arose only if the 
Feis became legally bound to pay the 

nty Council on foot of their Fast, 
and that the guarantee contained clauses and 
conditions by reason of which the plaintiffs 
were not legally bound to pay any sum to the 
Roscommon County Council, 

Mr. Justicé O'Byrne said that he had had 
before him in this case a certain amount of 
evidence as to how the affairs of the. Ros- 
common County Council in connection with 
checking of accounts was carried on, and he 
should say that it was really disgraceful that 
the affairs of any public body should be con- 
ducted in the manner in which the affairs of 
this County Council were conducted regarding 
these collectors. He had no doubt whatever 
that as between the insurance company and 
the County Council the insurance company 
were discharged from any liability to pay a 
single penny in respect of the defalcations of 
the rate collector, Fleming; but he had to 
consider the position as between the insurance 
company and the defendant.

Association to have been placed. 

SPECIAL MEASURES. 

Further investigation showed the necessity 
for special measures. Arrangements were 
made to issue coal from the stocks held by 
Government departments to the City Com- 
missioners, and to suitable authorities else- 
where, with a view to making provision for 
the poor. The City Commissioners were pro- 
vided with information as to the sources of 
turf supply, and put into communication with 
the Co erchants’ Association, in order to 
secure @ proportion of cargoes of briquettes 
which the Association had on order. The 
Association was pressed to place further 
orders. I met the Association on the 26th 
wetted and explored the position fully with 

It became evident that the difficulties, due 
to so many firms having ceased to place 
orders for coal, had been aggravated by the 
putting, about the time I met the Association, 
of an unexpected embargo on the export of 
Continental coal. This meant that much of 
what was on order by firms who were con- 
tinuing business was not being delivéred when 
expected. Some of it has not, in fact, yet 
been loaded. Further; exports from America 
were being subjected to.sudden very long 
delays, and freights from America were rising 
with great rapidity. No definite forecast 
could be made as to deliveries for some weeks 
ahead, and those firms which had forward 
orders were not anxious to incur new com- 
mitments in a situation which, in respect of 
prices, delivery dates and the strike position 
in England was so full of uncertainties. lt 
was on that date that the first suggestion was 
made by the Association that if orders were 
to be placed the Government must assist 
financially. i 

THE MINISTER'S UNDERTAKING. 

I readily agreed to give such assistance, and 
after discussion it was arranged that the 
Association should purchase coal to a quantity 
which I would prescribe as the necessities of 
the case warranted, that the coal so pur- 
chased would be distributed through the 
members of the Association at a price based 
on the cost of the coal delivered in Dublin, 
plus an agreed amount to cover the Associa- 
tion’s services and expenses, and that I would 
take over for Government purposes any oí 
this coal which on arrival at Dublin the 
members of the Association were not prepared 
to handle. At the same time it was agreed 
that such members of the Association as had 
their own orders placed would maintain such 
supplies. 

As a result, orders for some 25,000 tons of 
coal, to be delivered in November, were 
placed on this basis, to be available, in addi- 
tion to some 100,000 tons on private order for 
delivery in November and December. Subse- 
quently I procured a special offer of 20,000 
tons of high-grade Continental coal, of which 
some 4,000 tons have been ordered up to date.

Mr, MoGilligan—I will come to prices, and 
if they are not clear the deputy can put 
another question, Delieveries reached a con- 
siderable total towards the end of the first 
week in November, and, unless some unfore- 
seeg event occurs, I have no doubt that ade- 
uate suppiies will be forthcoming throughout 

ovember and December. 

HIGH PRICES. 

Pricés are high, though on private orders 

laced in September and October, of which 
llehary delivery is now taking place, they 
are substantially Jess than the we! prices 
which could be obtained when the need for 
placing special orders was disclosed at the 
end of October. International competition 
for coal, both Continental and American, was 
intense, and the prices reflect this competi- 
tion. The prices I have fixed for coal im- 
ported under my direction range from 66s. 
c.i.f. Dublin in the case of screened coal, 
down to 60s. c.i.f. for briquettes and brown 
coal. The controlled prices for delivery of 
that coal to the consumer in Dublin range 
from 108s. to 82s. per ton, or from ós, 9d. to 
Bs. lád. per bag of 10 stone. It was simply 
nat, ible to obtain on orderg placed for 
delivery in November lower prices, though, as 
I have said, prices are lower on private orders 
laced some time ago, which are only now 
being delivered. American prices are lower 
than Continental prices, but orders for Amer'- 
can coal could not be placed at the time of 
the emergency with any hope of delivery in 


November. 


On the whole, the situation is now as satis- 

fac in the country as a world shortage of 
coal allows. Until the emergency in Dublin, 
towards the end of October, prices here were 
substantially less than in England. In most 
places the coal supply has been well main- 
tained under serious difficulties, and much 
credit is due to merchants who have taken 
considerable risks. Had the Dublin mer- 
chants informed me in time of the restriction 
of their forward orders, the ition in Dub. 
lin could have been considerably relieved, and 
coal would be delievered at Dublin to-day at 
lower prices. 
But a’ only fair to say that the sudden 
continental embargo on export, and the chaos 
junto which American supplies fell during 
October, must have made much confusion in 
the best-laid plans, and involved inevitably a 
shortage until deliveries improved. Thore 
Dublin firms who did place large forward 
orders certainly deserve full credit for their 
action. As it was, the emergency in Dublin 
was kept within reasonable dimensions, and 
the acute was comparatively short.

which someone had to speculate as to when 
supplies from England would be resumed, 
what course Continental and American 
markets would take, what would happen to 
prices, and what would be tHe rea) effective 
demand here, allowing for the pressure of 
necesary economies and the measures taken 
by large consumers to meet their own require. 
ments. I considered it most undesirable that 
it should be the Government on which all the 
risks of so hazardous a trading enterprise 
should fall, and that it was for every reason 
preferable to leave the business to those ex- 
perienced in it until they notified me, as 
they had undertaken to do, that it was 
proving too much for them 

Unfortunately that notification was left in 
Dublin until almost too late, and in conse- 

uence prices this month will be higher than 
they need have been. But that the procedure 
adopted, in spite of that one lapse, has 
proved much less costly to the public than 
any attempt at Government control, involving, 
as it must have done, Government buying, 
would have been in the actual circumstances 
of the case, I have no doubt whatever. There 
has never been a national emergency, as con- 
templated by the Emergency Provisions Act. 
As it is, the orders placed at my instance, 
by way of insurance against any general 
failure of supplies, may, though they are not 
iarge, involve a substantial liability should 
the normal sources of supply become avail- 
able at a date earlier than could, with any 
confidence, have been anticipated. 

; TURF AND WO0D. 

' Complaint was made cf prices for turf and 

wood, and certainly there were glaring cases 
of ' profiteering "’ in both, But after a short 
period supplies at reasonable prices were 
made available for the poor, and if others 
had often to pay heavily for substituted fuel, 
it must be remembered that much of auch 
fuel was drawn from stocks accumulated for 
other purposes, which the owners may find 
it difficult to replace cheaply, and that. ex- 
cept at high prices, supplies might not have 
been forthcoming in any sufficient quantity. 
They could not have reasonably been’ com- 
mandeered to any large extent without creat- 
ing a new distress. 
_ The position is being carefully watched. 
Subject to the fact that coal is at present a 
Scarce international commodity, available 
only at high prices—which is nobody's fault— 
1 think provision has been made for supplies 
sufficient for a period of two months, with 
due economy. Briquettes, which have proved 
suitable for domestic purposes, are available 
at prices substantially lower than coal. Un- 
foreseen contingencies may arise. Cargoes 
may be cancelled, prices may go higher. On 
the other hand, there may be an early ‘ter- 
mination of the strike, a consequent fall in 
prices, and, mb early deliveries from the 
English mines. Exact anticipations are im- 
possible, and neither merchants nor indus- 
trialists should allow themselves to suppose 
that the worst is necessarily over. I invite 
anyone anxious as to his situation to com- 
municate promptly with my © Department, 
which only requires to know in sufficient time 
what supplies are essential, in order to pro- 
vide for them. 

"In respect of the poor, I can still supply 
small quantities of coal and slack at rela- 
tively low prices from Government stocks, as 
I have already done to various places in the 
country. But such procedure has its obvious 
limits, and organisations concerned in assist- 
ing the poor should, so far as possible, de- 
pend on fuel other ‘than coal.”’

MINISTRY GRITICISED. 

Mr. Alfred Byrne. charged the Ministry 
with having neglected to provide for the 
national emergency. The poor people of Dublin 
who lived in tenements. had suffered severely 
from the cold since the second week in 
October. How, he asked, could men who 
were unemployed pay 5s. a bag for coal? He 
protested nst the inactivity of the Go- 
yernment who made no attempt to relieve 
the plight of the poor. ~ Turf was being sold 
at, a price which the poor could not afford 
to pay. He knew from intimate knowledge 
of their case that the poverty and plight of 
the poor was never worse than it was to-day ;

CORONER® BILL. 
On the motion of the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce, the second reading of 
the Coroners (Amendment) Bill was passed. 

Mr. Johnson asked the Minister to con- 
sider the desirability of adding to the bill 
a clause to enable the Coroner to deal in 
punitive fashion with the publication of de- 
tails of cases, such as murder and men- 
slaughter, dealt with in his Court.. The 
subject was one which came into prominence 
in Great Britain recently, and it was quite 
a yeasonable proposition that the action of 
newspapers in disclosing details should be 
treated in the same way by the Coroner's 
Court as if the case were in a Criminal 
Court. He simply threw out the suggestion 
for the Minister’s consideration. 

Sir James Craig said that of late they 
read in the newsnapers details of post-mortem 
examinations and exhumations, which it was 
highly undesirable for the general public to 
be acquainted with. He welcomed the bill 
because of its introduction of reforms in the 
Coroner's Court that had been sought for 
years.

Through quite selfish, as well as 
purely patriotic, motives it will support 
the rule of law and will undertake every 
effort that the Government may require 
of it. In the next place, the country owes 
a debt to the Civic Guard. The highest 
compliment—be it acceptable or not— 
which we can pay to the Guard is that 
it is reviving the tradition of courage and 
fidelity which made the old Royal Irish 
Constabulary famous throughout the world. 
Unlike the Constabulary, however, it is 
an unarmed force, and the conspicuous 
success of its work is due wholly to the 
moral influence which its discipline, fair- 
ness and courtesy are exerting upon the 
people. On Sunday two brave members of 
the Civic Guard fell at the post of duty. 
Nothing that the Government and citizens 
can do to defend the State’s defenders 
ought to be left undone.

The temporary break-down, from 
the effects of which we are suffering still, 
was due to a combination of causes that 
even prophets might have failed to foresee. 
As prices became steeper, merchants, who 
feared that they might find themselves 
with large stocks of unsaleable coal on 
their hands if the English strike should 
collapse suidenly, began to curtail their 
orders. By a piece of bad luck the 
slackening of orders coincided with an 
unexpected embargo on the export of con- 
tinental coal, and at the same time the 
sudden rise in ocean freights resulted in 
a decline of coal shipments from American 
ports. The Dublin consumer was exposed 
to the full impact of all three forces. 
Stocks of foreign fuel have averted the 
danger of an industrial stoppage, and, 
though the 
coal trade is still somewhat out of gear, 


the -ordinary mechanism of 


well-to-do people are no longer condemned 
to go fireless. Prices, as Mr. McGilligan 
admitted, are high; and coal at 5s. 13d. 
a bag—the official price—is a 
luxury with which too many are compelled 
to dispense. While much has been done

The Dodecanese. 


The Dodecanese Islands, off the coast of. 
Asia Minor, are predominantly Greek in 
the blood and speech of their people. That 
they should be brought under the flag of 
liberated Greece would seem to be a natural 
corollary of the overthrow of Ottoman 
power. Since 1911, however, these Greek 
islands have been occupied by Italy. When 
first the Italians landed the islanders 
believed that these soldiers of a Christian 
Power came to liberate them from the 
Turkish yoke and permit their union with 
their own people. Disillusionment slowly 
followed. In a letter from Athens to the 
Manchester Guardian, Dr. Skervos Zervos 
describes the plight of the people whose 
territory chances to lie within the zone of 
Fascist ambition. Twice, by treaty and 
agreement, Italy undertook to hand the 
islands over to Greece, but in each case she 
found excuses to evade her obligations. 
When the Greek nation suffered the over- 
whelming calamity of the Turkish victories 
in Asia Minor, Italy seized the oppor- 
tunity to repudiate her promises. No 
annexation of the Dodecanese to the 
Italian State has been proclaimed, but 
the islands are administered as if they 
were Italian territory. In 1911 the 
population was roughly 120,000, of whom 
all, save about 20,000 Turks and Jews, 
were Greeks. To-day the population has 
fallen by about one-half. Fascism aims 
at the complete “ Italianisation’’ of the 
remaining population. Italian must be 
taught in all the schools, including the 
kindergartens. Where objections have been 
made the Italians have closed the schools. 
Mayors, headmasters and school-teachers 
have been imprisoned for their protesting, 
and particularly obstreperous agitators 
have been-deported. Dr. Zervos alleges, 
moreover, that “ the Italian Government is 
tampering with the Orthodox Church in 
the islands—-endeavouring to separate it 
from the Gicumenical Patriarchate.’’ The 
victims of these tender usages are 
children of a race that has occupied 
the. islands for 3,000 years, and the 
attempt to root out the traditions which 
they have cherished from far Homeric 
days must grieve the educated mind.

mirrors, upon a spot at which the intense 
heat thus developed can be transformed 
into electrical power. The success of such 
a project would transfer economic advan- 
tage from lands in the temperate zone to 
sunny regions in Africa and Asia. In our 
own country the harnessing of the rain- 
fall—were it feasible—would offer larger 
returns. Many people are growing weary 
of these uncounted schemes for harnessing 
one natural force after another. The winds 
of the sky, the tides, the River Shannon, 
and now the very fountain of light in turn 
have come under the envious eye of the 
power generator; but what is the upshot 
of it all? Life is not more leisurely ; time 
for thought, sport and pious pursuits is 
not more ample; and men wear themselves 
out as never before in the arduous manner 
of their daily toil. In the old days, when 
the only harnessing known was that of 
the farm horse to the plough and the 
pony to the phaeton, we were less sorely 
pressed for ease than to-day. The saying 
of our country folk that “the snail comes 
to its purpose as well as the swallow” is 
verified by the experience of the age. We 
cannot hail with enthusiasm the harnessing 
of more violent forces than man already 
has tamed when so many instances go to 
prove that it will mean at best but a fresh 
race among competitors for its exploita- 
tion, and a fresh burden of mechanical 
duties to be imposed on man who once 
was free.

Is the whole 

fabric of Protestant education mined’ I 

share your hope that our leaders will speak 

out and say to us, either— 

(a) There is no cause for 
easy | 

or (b) Protestantism is in peril—stand to! 

You a Eest that opposition to compulsory 
Irish may be mistaken for opposition to the 
language itself. I shall take the risk. 
Trinity College tutors have a clear conscience 
in the matter. Optional Irish gets a perfectly 
fair show in Trimty College along with other 
optional subjects. Many is the time I heve 
advised students to take it. Optional Irish 
is @ hardy plant in its native soil. It needs 
no hot-house forcing. 

Compulsory Irish in Protestant schools is 
in a totally different category. Educationally 
1} 18 wrong, because, save with a few 
specialists, it is not what it pretends to be. 
It is eye-wash, political window-dressing, 
dope for Republicans, anything except a 
genuine educational subject. An atmosphere 
of make-believe surrounds it. The orator 
pretends he is going to speak in Irish, but 
after a few broken sentences he drops into 
English. The tax collector begins his letter 
in Irish, but demands the money in English. 
I have before me a letter in English from a 
Government department. The letter is 
illogical and faulty in grammar; it admits a 
bad blunder in the department’s arithmetic ; 
but the bad grammar, bad logic and bad 
arithmetic matter little, since the letter 
begins a chara and ends mise Je meas. 

o that illusion our Protestant teachers 
have to minister. It is like the lie in the 
soul. They have to teach the subject, know- 
ing that for 99 per cent. of Protestant 
children the time spent on Irish is sheer 
waste. I knew a qualified teacher, proficient 
in Irish, who threw up a good job in a Dublin 
school and left the country because com- 
pulsory Trish put her in a false position, and 
she refused to do insfhcere work. 

Compulsory Irish, in Protestant schools is a 
wrong to Protestant parents. It tends to 
drive a wedge between them and their 
children. Compulsory Irish is a political 
weapon. We parents are not going to send 
our children to school “early, regularly and 
long,”’ if they are to come home estranged, in 
the interests of “a one-nation theory.” 
Human nature will not stand it. 

Compulsory Irish in Protestant schools is a 
wrong to the religion of Protestants. When 
non-Protestants come to us for education, we 
make it a point of honour to avoid 
scrupulously anything that might touch their 
faith. We are not getting back the fair 
play we give. All the associations of com- 
pulsory Irish are Catholic. There is little or 
no Protestant literature in the language. I! 
am told that many Protestant children. in 
Protestant schools are daily using Irish text- 
books containing Roman Catholic religious 
teaching. 

Is it too late to do anything’ Quite 
recently the six counties accepted under a 
misapprehension a measure of secularisation 
for the schools. The mistake was discovered 
on the eve of an election, and, largely 
through the efforts of one clergyman, the 
parents were undeceived, and the Govern- 
ment had to give way. Now here it has 
come to light that, just after the troubles, 
the Protestant Churches in the Free State, 
grateful for the restoration of law and order, 
tamely acquiesced in an educational measure 
which on scrutiny proves to be a threat 
to their very existence. Well, they are 
any domiti ut pareant, nondum ut servtant, 
In’ respect at least of the primary schools, 
the parents can lift the yoke. They have 
only to say, “ We will not have compulsory 
Irish in Protestant schools.” If the clergy 
of all Protestant denominations unite in a 
campaign to put the facts before the parents, 
the parents will speak the word. When we 
have won the battle for our primary schools, 
we shall go on to win the battle for our 
secondary schools. Now is the time to 
break this instrument of political and 
religious tyranny—compulsory [Irish in

RAIDS A PUBLIC 


(as I anticipated yesterday) to refer to the 
armed raids on Civic Guard stations on 
Sunday night. To this latest challenge to 
the civil powers the Government’s answer 
“á is new Public Safety (Emergency Powers) 

ill. 

Introduced. by the President, in the 
absence of the Minister for Justice. the 
measure, which is designed for the “ pre- 
servation of the public safety and: the 
protection of person and property during 
national emergencies,’’ is to become law 
this week. 

There was no doubt, Mr. Cosgrave said, 
in calling attention to Sunday night's 
raids, that a conspiracy had been formed 
for the purpose of subverting order in the 
State. The attacks on unarmed peace 
officers indicated that there was some 
centre from which instructions were issued 
in order to bring about a series of raids 
almost at the same hour and on the same 
day. 

The Government, he commented, did not 
believe that the force behind it was strong 
enough to make any sustained attack on 
the forces of peace ; but, at the same time, 
it believed that it was entitled to ask for 
such powers as would enable it to deal 
with such murderous attacks as those of 
Sunday night. He concluded by expressing 
the hope that the Government would. have 
the co-operation of every good citizen who 
abhorred murder and robbery, declaring 
that “law and order must be maintained 
at whatever the cost.” 

Mr.. Gorey uttered the willingness of 
the Farmers’ Party to concede whatever 
powers were necessary to the preservation 
of public peace, and added that the 
cowardly attacks of Sunday night had 
sullied the tradition of Irish courage and 
chivalry. 

Mr. Richard Mulcahy suggested that 
there should be some expression of the 
Dail’s sympathy with the relatives of the 
murdered Guards. The President warmly 
concurred, saying that it had been his 
intention on the second reading to pay a 
tribute to the great courage and devotion 
of the dead officers. Finally it was agreed 
that the Dail should not meet until 4 p.m. 
to-day, so as to enable members of the 
House to attend the funeral of the two 
victims. AE 


CHANGES IN THE CONSTITUTION. 


Other new measures introduced yester- 
day were four bills to amend the Constitu- 
tion by: .

AN OBJECTION. |

“The speech of the Governor-General 
was not made on the advice of the 
Executive Council,’ said President Cos- 
grave in the Dail yesterday, after Mr. 
Thomas Johnson had raised the question 
of the remarks made by the Governor- 
General of the Free State at the dinner 
of the Dublin Chamber of Commerce on 
November 6th. ‘‘ The Executive Council,” 
added the President, ‘‘ could not accept 
responsibility for the speech.’’ 

The official acts of the Governor-General 
of the Irish Free State, as Deputy Johnson 
pointed out, were regulated by Article 51 
of the Constitution, and any acts done by 
him in accordance with that article were 
done on the advice of the Executive 
Council, and not otherwise. There had 
been no departure from the straight letter 
of the Constitution, and President Cos- 
grave said that he could give a guarantee 
on behalf of the Executive Council that 
there would be no departure. 


“A MATTER FOR REGRET.” 

The office of Governor-General was, in 
essence, an office of a non-partisan 
character, and the duties of that office 
were clearly defined. The Executive 
Council was elected by the Dail, and st 
was conceivable that on a certain day, 
which would sooner or later arrive, the 
Executive Council might be composed of 
a different sot of men. 

To put it shortly,-the Government in 
office to-day might be in Opposition to- 
morrow, and the Governor-General would 
have to act on the advice of the party in 
office. It was a matter for regret that 
such a speech should have been published. 

A Labour Member—lIt should not. have 
been made. 

“ MISREPORTED.” 

The President said that he understood 
from His Excellency that the report of 
his. speech was not a correct report, and 
that a full and complete report would not 
have occasioned any objection. He might 
say that the Executive Council could not 
approve of such a speech as that which 
was reported. 

The Speaker said that, even though the 
matter was non-controversial, it should be 
discussed in a manner worthy of the 
dignity of the House, and, indeed, should 
not have been referred to at all. 

Mr. Gorey said that he thought that 
the House should not attach too much 
importance fo it. He hoped, for the 
dignity of the office, that such an indis- 
cretion would not be repeated. 


A CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION. 

Professor Magennis said that a serious 
constitutional question was involved, and 
that, as the office of Governor-General was 
filled by a citizen of the Saorstat, which 
in that respect had an advantage over 
Canada and Australia, it should be 
divorced from. political partisanship, and 
the occupant should not know any 
difference between one party and another. 
The Governor-General should not go out 
of his way to refer to a grave crisis in,a 
neighbouring State any more than he 
should fefer to party politics iu the State 
over which he is Governor-General. The 
question’ was an important constitutional 
one ; it involved the whole position of the 
Free State in the Commonwealth of 
Nations. :

Professor Thrift said that he considered 
that the Governor-General had not in this 
matter acted constitutionally, and he 
desired to associate himself with the views 
of Mr. Johnson. 


MR. JOHNSON’S ATTACK. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson, in his. speech 
introducing the matter, said that the 
speech was that of a political party hack, 
uttered by one who was required by his 
office to stand apart from political con- 
troversy. The speech referred specifically 
to the coming general election, and 
glorified the party in power while be- 
litthng and maligning their political 
opponents. It might have been unpre- 
meditated, but, from the speech itself, 
it was clear that the Governor-General 
was fully conscious that he was treading 
on forbidden ground. 

It was important that members of the Dail 
should know where they stood in relation to 
the office o vernor-General. If a nomin- 
atc officer-of State were free to enter the 
arena of ‘party controversy, to denounce 
parties and deputies elected by the citizens, 
the nature of the office was different from the 
general belief, and the attitude of the people 
to that office must, accordingly, change. When 
the view of the Governor-General differed on 
public policy from those of the Executive 
Council, was he not bound by any rule of 
usage or. convertion which would prevent 
him taking the platform against the Ministers? 
'. he were not so bound, the position of the 
Ministers would be untenable, and it would 
be for either him or them to vacate office. 

On the other hand, when he approved of 
their policy and desired their re-election, as 
the representative of the Crown, was he free 
to proclaim his opinions and desires and to 
follow a partisan course by ridiculing or 
decrying the Opposition? It appeared that 
it was incumbent on them to express dis- 
approval of such a speech by. the Governor- 
Genera!. 

He went on to emphasise that neither in 
Great Britain nor in the Dominions had the 
Crown, or the representatives of the Crown, 
the privilege of interfering with the free judg- 
ment of the people and their representatives. 


* UNPRECEDENTED." 

Any departure from the practice existing in 
Great Britain and the Dominions would 
certainly entail serious consequences. The 
action of the representative of the Crown in 
the speech referred to was, as far as he could 
find, unprecedented. It was amazing at a 
time when Ministers were in conference with 
the representatives of Great Britain and the 
other members of the Commonwealth with 
the object of clarifying the position of the 
Saorstat and establishing its claim to equality 
that the Governor-General should act in a 
manner so prejudicial to the position taken 
‘up by the other Dominion Governments. 

The fact that the Governor-General must 
be a citizen of the Saorstat emphasised the 
importance of making it clear for his future 
guidance that he must forget his political 
associations and forego for a period some of 
the privileges of citizenship. Everyone

There is -eason to believe that the 
Revenue Commissioners have under con- 
sideration a revision of the Customs regu- 
lations as they affect motor cars brought 
into the Free State temporarily by 
business men. 

When an /rish Times representative 
inquired at the offices of the Revenue 
Commissioners yesterday, he was informed 
that there was no statement to be made 
on the subject. It was not denied, how- 
ever, that the question whether cars 
coming in from Northern Ireland and 
Great Britain for short periods should be 
subject to taxation or not, was receiving 


the attention of the Revenue Commis- 


sioners. 

The change, if any is decided upon, will 
not affect cars brought into the country 
by tourists; it will apply to those driven 
over the border into the Free State by 
commercial travellers and other business 
men, chiefly from the Northern Ireland 
area, many of whom pay regular visits to 
the South for business purposes. 

There are three methods at present 
whereby a business man in Northern Ire- 
land may be relieved of the necessity of 
paying import duty on his motor car when 
it is brought into the Frec State 
temporarily for business purposes. He 
may deposit with the Customs Officers at 
the border the entire amount of the duty 
in cash, and on his return to Northern 
Ireland this will be returned to him. This 
is the least troublesome method of the 
three; but if he desires, he may offer a 
bond or guarantee that, if the car does 
not return to the Northern area, the 
amount of the duty will be paid. The 
known as the “ triptygue ” 
system, an arrangement which authorises 
the various autorhobile clubs and associa- 
tions, who, in effect, act as guarantors, to 
issue a certificate. These arrangements 
are entirely satisfactory to those con- 
cerned, but the imposition of a duty, 
however small, would not assist in foster- 
ing those relations between North and 
South which all good citizens desire.

MANY COMMITTEES AT 
WORK, 
SPECIAL CORKESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

There was considerable activity at the 
Imperial Conference to-day, but very little 
was disclosed to the public. The Inter- 
Imperial Relations Committee sat through- 
out the morning, and in the afternoon 
the Committee on Treaty Procedure got 
through a good deal of work. Both these 
Committees are approaching the stage at 
which specific points must be tackled with 
a view to the preparation of a unanimous 
report, and the events of the next few 
days will be highly important.

be ready on Thursday. The Economic 
Committee finished its last two reports on 
the immunity of State enterprises from 
taxation and the positiom of non-resident 
traders in British countries, respectively. 
These reports also will be handed to the 
Plenary Conference on Thursday morning. 


OVERSEAS SETTLEMENT. 

Finally, the Committee on Overseas 
Settlement concluded its labours. This 
Committee has been doing most valuable 
work in regard to emigration.- It has dis- 
cussed the problem from every point of 
view. It has dealt with land settlement, 
the emigtation of groups of families from 
the mother lands, the training of prospec- 
tive emigrants and a hundred other 
matters of this kind, all of the greatest 
importance to the Dominions. In this 
connection Lord Clarendon’s report. on his 


‘recent visit to Canada, which was laid on 


the table of the House of Commons to- 
day, is of general interest. . 

Lord Clarendon has made an intensive 
study of conditions in the Dominion, und 
declares that out of the families that he 
visited in Canada which had been sent 
out under the 35,000 families scheme 
between 80 and 90 per cent. of the settlers 
were making good, and would remain 
permanently on the land. He added that 
those families which had had no previous 
experience of farming had proved them- 
selves to be just as efficient as the others, 
and altogether he seems to be very 
optimistic. concerning the future of the 
scheme. 

THE LATEST AIRSHIP. 

To-morrow the members of the Air Com- 
munications Committee of the Conference 
will go to Cardington in the morning, 
where they will inspect the latest type of 
British airship. In the afternoon they 
will resume their work in Downing street. 
The Committees on Inter-Imperial Rela- 
tions and Treaty Procedure will also meet 
throughout the day, and the Economie 
Committee will proceed to the considera- 
tion of its final report on Empire films. 

It is highly probable that there will be 
a plenary meeting of the Conference on 
Thuisday afternoon, on which date the 
Committees will get busy again until the 
beginning of next week, when the Inter- 
Imperial Relations Committe will begin 
to draft its all-important report.

TEXT OF THE DOCUMENT 
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From OUg Uwn CORRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Tuesday. 

A White Paper, giving “ Heads of the 
Ultimate Financial Settlement between 
the British Government and the Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State,” was issued 
this evening. The text of the document is 
as follows :— 

1.—The Government of the Irish Free 
State undertake to pay to the British 
Government at agreed intervals the full 
amount of the annuities accruing, due 
from time to time under the Irish Land 
Acts, 1891-1909, without any deduction 
whatsoever, whether on account of income 
tax or otherwise. 

2.—The Government of the Irish Free 
State agree to pay to the British Govern- 
ment, prior to March 3lst, 1926,, the sum 
of approximately £550,000, being the 
amount hitherto withheld by them in re- 
spect of income tax on annuities payable 
under the above-mentioned Acts. 

3.—The British Government accept 
liability for the provision out of moneys 
provided by Parliament of the cost of the 
interest and sinking fund on bonus and 
excess stock under the above-mentioned 
Acts, subject to a contribution by the Trish 
Free State Government of the sum of 
£160,000 in the year 1926-27, and at the 
rate of £134,500 per annum thereafter. 


DOUBLE INCOME TAX. 

4.—It is agreed between the two Govern- 
ments that the question of double income 
tax shall be settled generally on the resi- 
dence basis as elaborated in the scheme 
which has already been provisionally 
agreed between the revenue departments of 
the two Governments. The two Govern- 
ments agree to promote any legislation 
necessary for this purpose, to take effect 
from. the beginning of the financial year 
1926-27. ' 

5.—The Irish Free State Government 
agree to discharge their liability outstand- 
ing on ist April, 1926, in respect of the 
Local Loans Fund by the payment of an 
annuity, payable half-yearly, of £600,000 
to the Fund for a period of twenty years, 
payable on the Ist January and the Ist 
July in each year, the first half-yearly 
payment being payable on the Ist July, 
1926. 

6.—Subject to the provisions of this 
agreement, the British Government nnder- 
take to make no further claim in respect 
of any portion of the value of property 
taken over by the Irish Free State belong- 
ing to British Government Departments 
whose administration and powers were, 
under Article 9 of the Provisional Govern- 
ment (Transfer of Functions) Order in 
Council of Ist April, 1922, excluded from 
transfer to the Irish Free State Govern- 
ment. 

Provided that— 

(a). This paragraph shall net be held 
to affect the position in regard to the 
Kilmainham - Hospital, the Royal 
Hibernian School and the Tully Stud 
Farm. 

(b). Nothing in this paragraph shall 
prejudice the right of the British Go- 
vernment to be indemnified under 
pens 8 of the despatch from the 
Jolonial Office of the 13th October, 1924. 

DAMAGE TO PROPERTY. 

7.—The Irish Free State Government 
agree to pay to the British Government 
the sum of £275,000 in full and final dis- 
charge of all claims made to the Com- 
pensation (Ireland) Commission in respect 
of damage done prior to July 11th, 1921, 
to property belonging to any of the British 
Government Departments mentioned. in 
the last preceding paragraph. 

Provided that this paragraph shall not 
be held to affect the liability of the Irish 
Free State Government to satisfy awards 
of the Compensation (Ireland) Commis- 
sion made in respect of claims preferred 
by .British Government Departments on 
beha!l. of private individuals or the 
Government of Northern Ireland. 

8.—The British Government waive all 
clarms against the Government of the Irish 
Free State for the refund of any portion 
of the sums paid by them under Section 1 
of the Irish Railways (Settlement of 
Claims) Act, 1921. 


THE UNEMPLOYMENT FUND. 

9.— he Government of the Irish Free 
State agree to pay to the British Govern- 
ment so much of the deficit of the Unem- 
ployment. Fund of the United Kingdom 
as may be attributable to the Irish Free 
State on the basis of the relative propor- 
tions of the insured populations of the two 
countries as at 3lst March, 1922, with 
interest thereon from that date. 

10.—The Irish Free State Government 
agree to make no claim in respect of any 
of the assets of the Consolidated Fund of 
the United Kingdom, including inter alia 
the Civil Contingency Fund and receipts 
on account of reparations and _ inter- 
Allied debts. 

11.—The Irish Free State Government 
agree to repay to the British Government 
75 per cent. of the pensions and compensa- 
tion allowances payable to ex-members of 
the Royal Irish Constabulary under the 
Constabulary Acts, subject to the exception 
mentioned in Article 10 of the Articles of 
Agreement for a Treaty between Great 
Britain and Ireland. 

12.—For the purposes of any previous 
agreements between the two Governments 
this agreement shall be deemed to be the 
ultimate financial settlement mentioned 
therein.

Voting by the miners on the terms put 
forward by the Government for a settle- 
ment of the coal dispute was general in 
the districts yesterday and will be com- 
pleted to-day. Most of the local associa- 
tions have recommended acceptance of the 
proposals, and it is expected that by a 
majority the men will agree to a resump- 
tion of work on district agreements. 
Extremists working with political 
motives are active in the mining villages, 
and are trying to secure rejection of the 
terms by the branches, but, even in South 
Wales, they are mecting only with partial 
success. There, however, has been further 
illustrations of the unrepresentative 
method chosen to ascertain the opinion of 
the miners, as decisions against a settle- 
ment have been given by thinly-attended 
lodge meetings in areas where large num- 
bers of men have returned to work 

Very few of the miners—nearly one- 
third of the total normally engaged—who 
have resumed their employment are being 
allowed any voice in determining whether 
the dispute should be officially ended. 
If a national majority for acceptance 
is secured, the local associations of 
colliery owners are likely to invite the 
miners’ leaders in the districts to meet 
them to negotiate agreements without 
delay, and confidence is expressed that in 
very few cases will any appeal to the 
proposed tribunal be necessary.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday.

There ts no suggestion, either at the State 
Department or elsewhere, that any danger 
of ai interruption of relations between 
the United States and Mexico exists; but 
it is generally admitted that diplomatic 
tension has seldom been more marked. 
Not only land and oil are in question, 
although these are the principal subjects 
of contention. There is also the attitude 
of the Mexican Government towards the 
Roman Catholic Church to be considered, 
more particularly as there were hints 
before the recent election in the United 
States that the large Roman. Catholic 
population in this country is dissatisfied 
with the failure of the Washington Ad- 
ministration more vigorously to indicate 
its reprobation of the Mexican policy. It 
was even suggested that this Roman 
Catholic feeling might help Mr. David 
Walsh in Massachusetts in his campaign 
against Senator Butler, although the fact 
that Mr. Walsh is himself a Roman 
Catholic, and as such would, in any case, 
have had the support of those who allow 
religion to influence their votes, makes it 
foolish to draw a conclusion of this sort 
from his success. The Mexican hostility 
to the Church, however, and its reper- 
cussion in Roman Catholic circles in the 
United States, is one of the factors which 
might well encourage the Administration 
to take what is called “a strong line ”' 
with Mexico. . 

Finally there has been the intrusion of 
Mexican influence into the situation in 
Nicaragua, which has caused some con- 
cern. Recognition of the present régime 
in. Nicaragua will. shortly be announced 
by the State Department, and one of its 
results will probably be a weakening of 
Mexican influence in that quarter.

NEW THEATRE WALLS

The Eastern United States were swept 
by a gale, blowing at 70 miles per hour, 
accompanied by heavy driven rain, 
which 
Caused considerable damage to shipping at 


sea: 
Unroofed buildings on shore; 
Flooded mines; 

Crippled the lines of transport; and 
interrupted telegraphic communication by 
both land lines and ocean cables. 

The greatest danger probably was in 
Eastern Pennsylvania and West Virginia, 
where all the rivers are reported to have 
overflown their banks, and railway and 
other bridges have been swept away. 

So far no loss of life has been reported. 
In New Jersey the wind blew down the 
walls of a new theatre, which is at present 
under construction, and twenty-five work- 
men had a narrow escape from being 
crushed to death. 

New York City was plentifully be- 
spattered by wild-driven rain, but the 
damage which has so far been reported 
is slight. 

A barge loaded with immigrants, which 
was proceeding to New York, encountered 
such a heavy storm of wind that it had to 
return.

EFFEOT OF THE LOANS 
GUARANTEE ACT. 


EMPLOYMENT PROVIDED 


“FOR WORKERS. 


In order to assist the shipbuilding and other 
industries, the Northern Government in 1922 
passed a Loans Guarantee Act, and in the 
present session of Parliament a bill has been 
passed to extend the operation of the Act 
until the 3lst March, 1928, and to increase 
the amount of the guarantee available up to 
£9,000,000. The es Ss has 
henefited to a greater extent from the opera: 
tion of this measure than any of the other 
Northern industries, and fully 90 per cent. of 
the money gnaranteed has been utilised in 
connection with that industry. 

The commitments of the Government so far 
amount to six and a quarter million pounds, 
but when negotiations which are now proceed- 
ing in connection with new orders are com- 
pleted, the amount of the guarantee avail- 
able will not exceed one and a quarter million 
pounds. 
SOME OF THE GUARANTEES. 

Amongst the guarantees already given are 
the following :— 

Messrs. Harland and Wolff, Litd., for sums 
of £130,000 and £118,000, relate, it is under- 
. stood, to the Holland-America liner Statendam. 
The next item of £300,000 in the name of 
Messrs. Lamport and Holt, Lid., repayable in 
five years, relates to the passenger liner, Vol 
taire, built by Messrs. Workman, Clark and 
Co., launched on the 14th of August, 1925. 
The items of £195,000 each respectively for 
the Royal Mail Steam Packet Company and 
the Glen Line deal with the ships, Lochmonar 
of 9,500 tons and Glenshiel, of 9,500 tons, 
launched by Messrs. Harland and Wolff on 
the 8th of December, 1925, and the 24th of 
January, 1924. In the name of the Atlantic 
Transport Company, Ltd., the amount of 
£400,000, repayable in three years, concerns 
the liner Minnetonka, 21,998 tons, which left 
Belfast on the 24th of April, 1924, after 
completion by Messrs. Harland and Wolff. 
Ths sum of £1,200,000 in the name of the 
Royal Mail Steam Packet Company, repay- 
abl> in five years, relates to the motor ships, 
the Asturias and Alcantara, each over 22, 
~ns. The Alcantara is still in the hands of 
her builders, and is expected to leave Belfast 
in the course of the next few months. This 
guarantee was subsequently increased hy 
£400,000, making a total of £1,600,000. The 
British and African Steam Navigation Com- 
pany are down for £500,000 guarantee, re- 
payable in five years, in connection with the 
huilding of their motor ships, Apapa and 
Accr&, the former of which is still in the 
hands of her builders. This sum has since 
been increased by £140,000, making a total 
of £640,000. The item of £600,000, repay- 
able in five years by the Union Castle Steam. 
ship Company, Ltd., is in connection with 
ths 20,000 ton motor ship, Carnarvon Castle, 
which was completed by Messrs. Harland and 
Wolff during the present year. 

The facilities of the Act have, therefore, 
been of inestimable value to the workmen of 
Belfast, as they have provided employment 
over an extended period for thousands of 
men who otherwise would have been idle. 
“a till the last White Paper the guarantees 
issued covered £4,430,500, almost all of which 
was for ship construction. The latest 
guarantees put through comprise a sum of 
£650,000 for the Bermuda and West Indies 
Steamship Company, Ltd.,. for the construc- 
tion of the 15,000 ton passenger liner Ber- 
muda, recently ordered from Messrs. ‘Vork- 
man, Clark and Co., and the keel of which 
has been laid within the past few weeks. 
There is also a sum of £800,000 for the con- 
struction of the nine motor ships ordered by 
the King Line, Ltd., London, which are to 
be built by Messrs. Harland and Wolff, the 
start of which ha: been delayed by want of 
steel, due to the coal strike.

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UNEMPLOYMENT 
RELIEF. 
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EFFECT OF COAL 
STRIKE. 
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From Our PanLIAMENTARY 
CORRESPONDENT. 
WEST MINSTER, J'uesday. 

In the House of Commons this evening 
there were some lively passages between 
members of the Labour Party and. Sir 
Kingsley Wood when Sir Kingsley introduced 
a supplementary estimate of ,250,000 in 
respect of unemployment relief. 

The long continuance of the coal stoppage, 
the Minister explained, had seriously affected 
the financial resoutces of local authorities, 
and the drain upon them was likely to 
continue for a considerable period after the 
resumption oí work. One and a half millions 
of the sum: asked for had already been 
expended. He quoted eome remarkable 
figures, showing that, whereas for the six 
months ending September 30th last, the 
amount distributed in out-relief was thirteen 
millions, in the previous corresponding half- 
year the total qas only seven muillione. | 

_ There were \ rie of dissent when Sir 
Kingsley asserted that in no case had relief 
been withheld owing to the inability of the 
Guardians to obtain sums sufficient: for their 
requirements. It was really tragic when one 
considered that on the 13th of August this 
year there were 2,273,985 persons in receipt 
of relief. He quoted the case of one union— 
the name was not disclosed—in which 50 per 
cent of the population were receiving relief, 
whilst in others the percentage ranged from 
10 to 40. . 

It was when the Minister came to deal 
with the. assertion made in some quarters 
that children were being starved owing to 
the refusal of the Government to come to 
the assistance of necessitous areas, that a 
chorus of protests arose from the Labour 
Benches. Sir Kingsley Wood's contention 
was that the officials of the Ministry could 
not find a single case in which guardians or 
their officials had failed to relieve destitution, 
So far as the children were concerned, he 
said, they were better fed and healthier than 
when their fathers were at work. 

= LABOUR CRITICISM. 

_ this was where the Labour Party joined 
issue with the Government's spokesman, and 
they expressed their disagreement in no un- 
certain terms. Mr. George Lansbury re- 
garded Sir Kingsley Wood's statement as 
condemnatory of the whole policy of the Go- 
vernment. He said that it was a disgrace 
that people applying for outdoor’ assistance 
should be offered institutional relief. Per- 
sonally he would rather enter one of His 
Majesty's prisons than the ordinary able- 
bodied side of a workhouse, and he ought 
to know as he had tried both. 

Mr. Lansbury stopped in the middle of 
one of his arguments to protest against an 
interruption by Lady Astor. Addressing her, 
he said, “ Take it from me that you will 
be much more respected if you can learn to 
hold your tongue.”

He referred 
to a case at Midleton, where one Guard 
attempted to hold up four men, but they 
dashed through in their motor car, The 
railway gates were closed against them, and 
the unarmed Guard mounted the footboard 
of the car and held on until the driver 
pulled up. In the car a revolver was found. 
Too much could not be said of the way that 
these men did their duty. 

THE HOUSE AND TO-DAY’S FUNERAL. 

Mr. P. W. Shaw said that he noticed 
that it was the intention to give the Guards 
n public funeral, and he wished that an 
cpportunity would be given to the members 
to atiend it. He hoped that a statement 
would be made on the subject before the 
House adjourned. 

Shottly after five o'clock President Cos- 
grave moved the adjournment of the House 
until 4 p.m. to-day, instead of the usual 
hour.

The procession will be heeded by 
Metropolitan Guards’ Band. The 
hearse and pall bearers will come next, fol- 
lowed by the chief mourners, after whom 
will walk, in order, Members of the Govern- 
ment, Officers of the Headquarters Staff, 
Civic Guard, the Army General Officers. The 
Guards’ Dépét Band will lead two companies 
from the Dépét, and a company from the 
Metropolitan Division. These will “be fol- 
lowed by the Army Band and two companies 
from the National Army, after whom will 
walk members of the Dail and Senate and 
the general public. 

The body of Guard Ward was removed to 
Aughrim street church last night, and lay 
there during the night.. It will leave Kings- 
bridge station at 1 p.m. to-day for Nobber, 
Co. Meath, where the remains will lie over 
the night in the church there. The funeral 
will then take place to-morrow morning. This 
arrangement has been made in compliance 
with the wishes of the relatives of the 
deceased Guard. 

Before the remains leave for Nobber, how- 
ever, they will be given a public funeral in 
Dublin, in conjunction with Sergeant Fitz- 
simons’, on the route already outlined. At 
Glasnevin Cemetery gate the hearse bearing 
the body of Guard Ward will turn back and 
proceed to Kingsbridge Station.

VERDICT OF WILFUL 
MURDER, 


A verdict of wilful murder against some 
person or persons unknown was returned by 
a Coroner’s jury in St, Vincent's Hospital, 
Dublin, last night, when Dr. Louis Byrte 
held an inquest on the body of Guard Hugh 
Ward, who died from wounds received on 


Sunday night at Hollyfort Barrack,, County. 


Tipperary 

Mr. Clarke, of the Chief State Solicitor’s 
office, said that Hollyfort Station was situeted 
in a range nf hills between Thurles and Tip- 
perary. . There were four Guards stationed 
there. but only two were in occupation at 
the time of the raid. The only witness. ex- 
cept the doctor, would be Guard McTigue 
whose com was shot. 

Inspector P. Ryan conducted the proceed- 
ings on behalf of the Civic Guard. 


THE RAID DESCRIBED. 


Guard McTicue said that on last Sunday 
evening, at 7.45, Guard Ward and he were 
in the barrack. While he was standing in the 
kitchen near the range, reading, he heard a 


gentle knock at the front door, and, efter-. 


wards. a shot.’ .After the shot the entrance 
door to the kitchen was opened, A man, 
with his. face “blackened, entered’ with a 
Peter the Paintef revolver in his hand, and 
ordered the witness to put up his hands. He 
did not do so at first. Then he heard a 
noise at the back door, like a person 
stumbling against the partition which 
divided the day room and the kitchen, and 
another shot was fired, and the raider again 
called on him to put up his hands, and he 
did so. 

This raider asked him had he any fire- 
arms, and felt around his pockets. He also 
asked him were there any men upstairs, At 
this time a second raider entered the kitchen, 
and the witness saw what he thought was 
the barrel of a revolver in his hand. The 
first. raider ordered him to search the wit- 
ness, and he. did so. He took from the 
witness all his private correspondence, a 
wallet, and an official notebook. There was 
£30 in the wallet—£28 in notes and a cheque 
for £2. After they had taken all that was 
in his tunic pockets the men left the kitchen. 
Immediately afterwards the witness rushed 
to the kitchen door, but was held up a second 
time, and ordered to get back at the point 
of the gun. This man said—‘' Look after 
one of your men; he is shot.” That was the 


first time that the witness knew that ariy- 


thing had happened to Ward. 

The witness said that he then went to the 
telephone, and rang up Cappawhite for the 
doctor, but got no reply, e rushed out for 
a priest, but was met by a local man named 
John Dwyer. He asked him to go for the 
priest, and he did so. The witness returned 
to the station, and rang up again, but got no 
reply. The witness added that ichael 
O'Dwyer, publican, Hollyfort, called at the 
door, and informed him that Guard Ward 
had been shot through the neck. The wit- 
ness then ran out for the priest, whom he 
met on the bridge, about forty yards from 
the barrack, and directed him to where the 
Guard was. The Guard was then in 
O’ Dwyer’s meer 

To the Coroner—The witness next saw 
Guard Ward after the priest had left. Be- 
fore that the last time that he saw him was 
IR the day room of the barrack about a 
quarter of an hour before. 

To Mr. Clarke—About ten seconds elapsed 
hetween the knock and the shot. The door 
was open when the shot was fired, so that 
the man who fited the shot must “have seen 
whom he was firing at. All the Guards at 
Hollyfort ‘were unarmed. There were four 
shots fired altogether, two of which were 
fired im the barrack: One was fired outside 
and the fourth on the bridge. The witness 
only saw two raiders.. One had his face 
blackened and the other was not disguised. 
He never saw the man who was not dis- 
guised before. 

To a Juror—Guard Ward got to O’Dwyer’s 
pablichae by scrambling from the back 

oor. 

fo the Coroner—The telephone was not 
answered because the wires had been cut 
outside the building. 

Guard McTigue then produced a live 
cartridge, an empty shell and a discharged 
bullet, which he found on the day-room floor. 

In reply to tha Coroner, he stated that 
when he went to O’Dwyer’s he asked Guard 
Ward what had happened, and he answered : 
“I opened the door and was plugged im 
mediately.’’ ? 


MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Dr. MoeGilligan, house surgeon, St. 
Vincent’s Hospital, describing the dead man's 
injuries, said that he found an entrance 
wound below the left eye. In his opinion 
death was due to shesk and hemorrhage, 
caused by a bullet wound. 

The Coroner said that it was a serious 
matter that the men upon whom the public 
safety depended should be shot down like 
this. On the evidence he thought that they 
could only bring in a verdict of wilful murder. 

The jury, without retiring, found a verdict 
of wilful murder against some person or 
persons unknown, and condemned the out- 
rage. They also expressed sympathy with 
the relatives of the deceased man. _

THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL’S 


SPEECH. 
STATEMENTS BY REPORTERS. 

TO THE EDITOR Or THE IRISH TIMES — 

Srr,—At this afternoon’s bh of Dail 
Eireann, Mr. Thomas Johnson, T.D., leader 
of the Labour Party, quoted an extract from 
a speech delivered by His Excellency the 
Governor-General at the first annual dinner 
of the Dublin Chamber of Commerce, held 
uí the Royal College of Surgeons, on Satur- 
day, the 6th inst., and took exception to 
the language used in the quotation. ; 

The President of the Executive Council, in 
the course of a reply, said; “I am given to 
understand by His Excellency that it is not 
a correct report of the speech made on 
the occasion of the dinner of the Chamber; 
and that, if a full and complete report had 


been given, it would not have occasioned any 
objection.”’ 
aving been the only Pressmen present on 

the occasion, we .assert that our report of 
the Governor-General's speech as published is 
correct in all essentials, and in support of the 
assertion we append a verbatim transcript of 
the quotation referred to, written from the 
shorthand notes taken on the occasion :— 

“Mr. Barry also referred to the courage of 
Ministers and to their competence, but he did not 
refer to their youth or their inexperience. I should 
like—being independent in this matter, because I 
hold office during the pleasure of His Majesty the 
king—I am not standing for any constituency, and 
1 do not even desire to be a member of the Senate— 
I should like to say this. You have in these men 
as determined, as patriotic and as useful men as 
any country is likely to obtain. I believe in a 
year's time, we are fold, there is to be a General 
Fiection, and, of course, always on the eve of a 
General Election the Opposition make tremendous 
promises. That is all right in England, where you 
have successive Governments coming into power, 
each with a programme and a past to point to. 
There is no practital Opposition in this country, 
and I should like to know upon what grounds ihe 
members of the Government are being told that, if 
a number of persons, whom we never heard of, 
except in connection with explosions and assasaina: 
tions, were put into power, that they would, aa 
it were, have a regular transformation scene and 
this country. woukt enter upon a_ terrestrial 
raradise without even the présence of the serpent. 
Some of those so-called exiremists--I knew some 
of them when they were not verv extreme They 
talk a little of what is called principle. I should 
like to give my opinion—-it may be a very daring 
opinion—that outside retigion@ subjects and betiefs 
there is no euch thing as principle. . They are only 
matters of opinion. I may be a Tory, I may he a 
Liberal, I may be a Whig, I may be 4 Sinn Feiner, 
[ may believe that Guinness’s shares will go up, 
I may Believe that the Bank of Ircland will clese— 
these are only matters of opinion—they are not 
matters of principle. These gentlemen say they 
will not enter into the Legislature of their country. 
because their principle forbids them taking the 
oath to His Majesty. but 1 will sav to thnee 
gentlemen, in the words of Gilbert and Sullivan: 
‘You are curious optimists; you never wonld be 
missed.’ We are not hungering or thirstine for 
these gentlemen to come into the Legisiature. Thew 
are quite welcome to stay out, and the further aut 
they stayed the more welcome it will be, and the 
better some of “us will be pleased.”

PLEA FOR DEMOCRATIC 
DICTATORSHIP. 


PERIL. OF UNCONTROLLED 
GOVERNMENT. 


** Democratic Dictatorship ” was the sub- 

ject of an address of the Auditor, Mr. John 
, Nash, B.A., at the inaugural meeting of 

the 43rd session of the Solicitors Appren- 
tices’ Debating Society, held in. the Mansion 
House, Dublin, last night. 

Mr. Thomas G. Quirke, LL.D., President 

of the Incorporated Law Society, presided, 
In the course of his. address, Mr. Nash 
said that virtually all over the world the 
days of plain Parliamentary government had 
gone. Dictatorship was needled to-ddy, not 
only to give them a sound basis for eom- 
merce, but to protect them from the ever- 
growing menace of the ‘‘ under-man.’’ © The 
revolutionary spirit assailed every phase of 
their civilisation. The most significant of its 
attacks was that launched against science, 
and the revolutionists were coming to realise 
that science, with its stern love for truth, 
was their most bitter enemy, and that the 
discoverers of biology were relentlessly ex- 
pressing their cleverest sophistries. 
DEMOCRACY AND NATIONALITY. 

The Constitution of their own country was 
a typical example of the trouble taken by 
statesmen to uphold principles which served 
but to defeat their own end. It showed 
throughont that its main object was to attain 
to a complete system of Parliamentary de- 
mocracy. They in Ireland believed that they 
were democratic owing to the confusion of 
democracy with nationality. Their strong 
Sense of nationhood clamoured for separation. 
At the period when they obtained that 
separation democratic dictatorship was not 
very common as a form of government. So 
their countrymen persuaded themselves that 
they were Republicans when they were 
merely patriots; that they desired democracy 
when they merely desired self-determination - 

What the feelings of the Irish people 
demand was that Ireland should have a very 
strong self-confident, self-reliant Government, 
loved and respected by the people, but not 
commanded by them: a Government which 
was able and wong to direct the people, 
and which was not subject to every whim that 
might seize the populace. In fine, what Ire- 
land wanted was not a Government impeded 
at every step by the Houses of Parliament, 
but a system of democratic dictatorship. 

TOWARDS TYRANNY. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon, proposing a vote 
of thanks to the Auditor, sal that whether 
they had a democratic dictator as a single 
man or a democratic Government, unless there 
was control each would tend to the same 
end, which came to tyranny. The real 
remedy for all the troubles that beset nations 
in their search for government was education. 
(Applause.) Education not in the functions 
of government, but in the duty of citizenship, 
and if the electorate would learn what they 
could judge, what they were fit to judge, and 
what they were not fit to judge, then, before 
long they would learn to chose their governors 
—-men who, by their character or talents, 
were fit to govern the State. There could he 
no safety for the people unless the servants 
of the people knew that if they failed in their 
duty to the State, the master who put them 
in their place had power to dismiss them. 

Professor W. F.. Starkie, F., T.C.D., 
seconding made reference to the present move- 
ment in Italy. After the war Italy lay prone, 
and a victim to all the worst things in 
Europe... Mussolini was taking the oppor- 
tunity of raising Italy to a position of pride 
and power.. His idea was to make the Italian 
State a growth that would go on. Mussolini 
was the one man who had been able to 
soften down the feeling that existed between 
the Government in Italy and the “Vatican. 
The Fascist movement, he added, was not a 
dictatorship in the ordinary sense. 

The resolution was passed. 

THE VOICE OF THE PRESS. 

Senator Cummins proposed that the 
Society is worthy of support. He said that 
cemocracy was a word almost without honour 
to-day; but it would have its reactions down 
along the line. It did not speak well for 
the Fascist movement to-day that a tribunal, 
rodelled on that of the French tribunal dur- 
ing the Revolution, was being set up in Italy 
for the purpose of quenching the voice of 
the Fress of their own people. He pre- 
dicted that the disappearance of such a 
aide as Mussolini would lead to untold 
bloodshed in Italy. 

Mr. E. J. Phelps, K.C., who seconded, 
said that no Government could be good unless 
it had a TY healthy opposition to control 
it.

Is not his object. and mine 
the same—to raise the workers from their 
present condition of unem loyment and 
poverty? My reference to 1923 is grounded 
upon the attitude of mind which I experienced 
at that time, when arguments, advanced to 
explain to the workers the real economic facts 
of the industry, were brushed aside hy the 
assurance that the Government would give 
protection, and that there was no need to 
trouble about outside competition, 

There is on the part of Mr. Campbell and 
others an assumption that there exists a cer 
tain definite volume of printing work to be 
done, and that this can be secured for Dublin 
workers by adopting a protective tariff or by 
prohibition. This assumption is, I am afraid, 
a mistaken one. It must be assumed that, 
to obtain work in the printing trade, goods 
of the right quahty and at an economic price 
must be offered. I admit that at some par- 
ticular moment it would be possible to take 
advantage of the established customs and 
habits amongst business houses regarding the 
use of printed matter; but there is no guar- 
antee that the volume of work will be main- 
tained, much less extended, if the price is not 
economic. At the present moment our costs 
of production are too high; why would 
machinery be idle otherwise? Master printers 
are only too anxious to do as much business 
as they possibly can, because the more em- 
ployment they can give the better for them- 
selves. The alternative is to assume that 
orders are placed elsewhere because they can- 
not be produced here on account.of specialised 
processes—and that I believe to be un- 
doubtedly true of a great portion. It is only 
heressary’ to point .oub further the elaborate: 


hand expensive catalogues used in connection 


with the mofor and other trades to make my 
meaning quite clear. 

Within the walls af any tariff which could 
be provided the printing industry will con- 
tinue to be unprotested from the effects of 
modern developments, the use of telephones, 
other cheaper and more convenient forms of 
reproduction, development oí photographic 
processes and other means for advertising. 
Consequently, with or without the tariff, the 
condition of the industry must be the subject 
of close examination. 

The paragraph in which Mr. Campbell re- 
fers to the intention ‘‘to wage an intelligent 
and effective campaign in an effort to secure 
Dublin printing for Dublin printers’’ almost 
drives one to suppose that he wishes to en- 
circle the Dublin area with another wall, and 
thus compel the users of printing in Dublin— 
which would include the Government, rail- 
way companies and all merchants—to, pay a 
higher price for an article than the market 
otherwise would prescribe. If a programme 
of that kind can be even hinted at, does it 
not show good cause for questioning the 
soundness of Mr, Campbell’s views on a 
general policy of protection for the country

EMIGRATION TO CANADA. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I have been thinking over your 
ecitorial in the /rish Times of November 
16th. In view of the prospective change lead. 
ing to a possible reduction in the Free State 
quota in connection with United States im- 
migration, it may not be untimely to Jay 
before your readers some of the peculiar con- 
ditions with which we have had to deal 
previous to the granting of the first quota. 

Since the establishment of the Irish Free 
State the policy of the Canadian Government 
has been to carry on solely in an advisory 
capacity—that is, while not conducting an 
active propaganda, or in any way encouraging 
people to migrate, their officials, in dealing 
with voluntary applicants, point out the exact 
nature of the rp hapa awaiting them, 
such enplorment eing guaranteed in the 
case of those wishing to take up farm work 
with a view to becoming their own masters. 
In the case of women domestic service is 
guaranteed, with the provision of looking 
after their welfare for at least two consecutive 
years. 

Take the case of the male applicants. 
Without exception they are of the agricultural 
type. To those we guarantee a home, steady 
employment, and, if they show a capacity for 
management after gaining local experience, 
every effort is made to put them in a way to 
work a farm on shares, or take over a farm as 
manager, or work it on their own account 
with a view to purchase. This may seem 
Utopian from the Irish point of view, but, 
when it is backed up by the reputation of the 
Government of Canada through their respon- 
sible officials, we mean what we say. 

In the case of girls, they come under our 
protection from the day they leave the port 
of sailing. They have the choice of either 
being received at their destination through 
the organisation conducted by the Catholic 
Church—such as the Sisters of Charity—or 
they may be received through the established 
Government hostels: the choice rests with 


them. They are given from twenty-four to } 


forty-eight hours’ free board and lodging, 
after which a job awaits them; the pay Is 
according to their capabilities. No other 
country in the world s such care of the 
female emigrant as does Canada, and no other 
country in the world can show a finer record 
in the case of girl ayranate than can the 
same Dominion of Canada, Think of it—these 
ár are looked after from month to month. 
f they get out of a ion, they cannot go 
wandering about, but must 
through us, because we know where the 
proper homes exist. and where a wage is going 
nd i and proper moral atmosphere main- 
tained, In exchange for this care, what has 
been it actual experience? [I am sorry to 
say that to a great extent it makes very 
melancholy reading.

It is a sad and 
serious. matter for young people to take @ 
solemn oath without any intention of keeping 
it. Is is also a very serious matter to the 
people in Canada€fo expect help and keep the 
position open, only to be disappointed, Those 
who have gone out and settled send us most 
encouraging and satisfying letters. In my 
own experience I find very little, if any, differ- 
ence in views, manner and outlook between 
the people in the Free State and those in 
Canada. I cannot imagine any other country 
where Irish people conld receive greater wel- 
come or feel more at home and enjoy a wider

BROKEN EX-SERVICE MEN. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Recent letters to the F ress regarding 
ex-Service men, and suggestions as to the 
form the National War Memorial should 
take, all dwell more or less on the urgent 
need for practical and monetary sid to re- 
beve their immediate necessities. That there 
is mach suffering must be admitted. This 
will, of course, continue as long as unem- 
ployment lasts, and obvious 
ment can be looked for till there is a revival 
of trade. 

There are two classes—the unbroken man 
and the broken. ‘The former class is, of 
course, one for which we all have the utmost 
sympathy, but are powerless to help till 
cconomic conditions improve—the need is too 
vast and beyond voluntary effort. The 
latter category is one, however, which is 
more or less remediable. In this connection 
I would like to point out what has ap- 
parently been overlooked, or, perhaps, not 
“+ gm realised—that much has been done, 
and is being done, by voluntary effort to 
ameliorate the lot of these men to whom our 
support and help are due. During the last 
six years about £35,000 has been expended 
by the British Red Cross and Order of St. 
John in the Free State, quite apart from the 
erormous sums disbursed by the United Ser- 
vices Fund, British ion, Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Help Society, and other organisations 
whose object it is to relieve distress amongst 
ex-Service men. : 

The Red Cross Emergency Help .Com- 
mittee (Southern Ireland) is daily at work 
without intermission now for six years, and 
close on a month is being distributed 
to deserving cases coming within the scope 
of the various categories qualified under our 
scheme. The work of this Committee is not 
known, but I can answer for its earnestness, 
for the amount of time given by its voluntary 
members, and for the businesslike and 
thorough methods governing its deliberations 
and allocations of funds. ur London head- 
quarters have shown us the utmost sympathy. 

My object in writing is to point ont that 
much has been, and is being, done to miti- 
gate the sufferings of the broken ex-Service 
man and hás dependents in a quiet.way.

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MONAGHAN COAL MINE. 


FREE STATE GOVERNMENT 
NOT CONVINCED. 

Monaghan County Council’s resolution ask- 
ing the Government to facilitate boring opera- 
tions in Lisdoonan district in order to ascertain 
if coal could be obtained in sufficient quan- 
tities to warrant the cpening of a coal mine, 
drew forth the reply from the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce that the Department 
had no funds at its disposal which could be 
devoted to the purpose of carrying out such 
operations. 

At a meeting of the Council yesterday the 
Secretary read a letter from Mr. Blythe's 
private secretary, which referted to the terms 
of the letter of the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, and stated that if money was to 
be provided for boring purposes a vote of 
the Dail was necessary. Mr, Blythe's in- 
formation, however, was that as the result 
of previous investigation it was stated that 
the amount of coal in the Corlea and Lis- 
doonan vicinity was negligible and of no 
economic importance. If the Council was in 
a position to submit evidence rebutting that 
statement, Mr. Blythe would be only too 
happy to consider such evidence, and then to 
bring the whole matter to the notice of the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce. 

Mr. T. Mohan said that this was very dis- 
appornting. 
partment had arrived at the decision that 
there was not coal in sufficient quantities in 
that district. A kind of investigation took 
place twenty years ago, but the expert who 
then came down had no means of investigat- 
ing thoroughly, and boring was not carried 
out. “There were two indisputable facts about 
the situation—one, that there was coal in 
Ligdoonan, and the other that the coal was 
of the very best quality. The Government 
had not sufficient evidence to turn this down 
without a pay investigation.

SUGGESTED PROTECTION 


— 


At the rising of the Northern Senate yester- 
day, Mr, Barclay asked the Leader of’ the 
House. to state whether the Government 
would make any representation to the 
Imperial Government with a view to the 
appointment of a Committee under the Safe- 
guarding of Industries Act to inquire into the 
necessity of granting some protection to the 
linen industry. 

Senator Barclay; in putting the question, 
said that this very important industry was 
exposed to most unfair competition. In other 
industries, such as motor building, artificial 
silk, watches and so forth there had been very 
effective safeguarding—a form of protection— 
the beneficial results of which were to be seen 
at Ballymena and also in Belfast. They were 
up against fierce foreign competition, as a 
result of which their markets were crowded 
with surplus production, dumped here and 
sold almost as cheap as manufacturers could 
buy the raw material. 

Viscount Charlemont said—I fear that there 
may be some slight misunderstanding in the 
mind of the hon. Senator as to the conditions 
under which applications for the safeguarding 
of a particular industry are made to the 
Imperial authorities. These conditions have 
been embodied in a White Paper, which sets 
forth in detail the procedure that must be 
adopted, and specifies certain rules to be 
applied by the Board of Trade in deciding 
whether a prima foeie case for the setting 
up of a committee of inquiry has been estab- 
lished. As the hon. Senator will doubtless 
appreciate, the application must necessarily 
have reference to the whole of the United 
Kingdom, since any measure of safeguarding 
would naturally affect the entire area, 
activities of the Ministry of Commerce in 
safeguarding questions lie manly in the direc- 
tion of collecting and collating data for the 
use of any industry which proposes to submit 
an application to the Board of Trade.
